If an Age of Religion has thus everywhere, as I venture 
to surmise, been preceded by an Age of Magic, it is natural 
that we should enquire what causes have led mankind, or 
rather a portion of them, to abandon magic as a principle 
of faith and practice and to betake themselves to religion 
instead. When we reflect upon the multitude, the variety, 
and the complexity of the facts to be explained, and the 
scantiness of our information regarding them, we shall be 
ready to acknowledge that a full and satisfactory solution 
of so profound a problem is hardly to be hoped for, and 
that the most we can do in the present state of our 
knowledge is to hazard a more or less plausible conjecture. 
With all due diffidence, then, I would suggest that a tardy 
recognition of the inherent falsehood and barrenness of 
magic set the more thoughtful part of mankind to cast about 
for a truer theory of nature and a more fruitful method of 
turning her resources to account. The shrewder intelligences 
must in time have come to perceive that magical ceremonies 
and incantations did not really effect the results which they 
were designed to produce, and which the majority of their 
simpler fellows still believed that they did actually produce. 
This great discovery of the inefficacy of magic must have 
wrought a radical though probably slow revolution in the 
minds of those who had the sagacity to make it. The 
discovery amounted to this, that men for the first time 
recognized their inability to manipulate at pleasure certain 
natural forces which hitherto they had believed to be com- 
pletely within their control.

Advance instructions for the examination in Grade 
XIII French Composition 





1. The Principal should note that not more than twenty- 
five candidates may be seated in a room in which the 
French Composition examination is held. The rooms chosen 
should be acoustically satisfactory. A gymnasium or an 
assembly hall may not be used. 

2. Where more than one classroom is required for the 
examination, the school’s public address system may be 
used if the Principal is satisfied that the test can be ad- 
ministered satisfactorily by that method. 

3. Where the school’s public address system is not used, 
the Principal will arrange for the provision of standard 
78 r.p.m. phonographs, one for each of the examination 
rooms, and will see that outlets are provided for electrically- 
operated phonographs where these are to be used. 

The phonographs should be tested in the examination 
rooms well in advance of the examination period. Suitable 
needles should be provided. 

The kind of electric current should be known before the 
equipment is connected. Some phonographs operate on 
either AC or DC; other machines operate on only one type, 
usually AC. 

The examination record will be played from the outside 
groove toward the centre. 

[OVER ] 


The best location for the phonograph should be deter- 
mined in advance since acoustical conditions may vary 
considerably in different rooms. 


Tone control should be set about halfway between the 
bass (low) and the treble (high) markings. The most 
suitable volume should be previously determined. 


4. Phonograph records (one for each room in which 
French Composition is to be written) for the dictation 
test will be sent to the Chief Presiding Officer by express 
at the time the examination papers are shipped. 


5. Immediately upon receipt of the package the Chief 
Presiding Officer shall remove the record (or records) from 
the corrugated wrapping by removing all staples, but he 
shall not break the seal on the record. 


If the record is damaged in any way, the Chief Pre- 
siding Officer shall notify the Registrar of the Depart- 
ment of Education immediately by telephone or telegraph, 
but he shall not break the seal. 


6. Before 1.00 p.m.:on the day of the examination the 
Chief Presiding Officer shall satisfy himself that the 
phonograph is ready for use. 

Promptly at 1.10 p.m. the Chief Presiding Officer shall 
hand the sealed record to the Presiding Officer, who shall 
then remove the seal but shall not put the record on the 
phonograph at that time. 


7. Promptly at 1.15 p.m. the Presiding Officer shall, for 
his own information, open the envelope marked ‘‘Confi- 
dential Instructions to Presiding Officers in French Com- 
position’’. 

8. If the Presiding Officer finds that the record is broken, 
or unusable for any other reason, 

(a) no mention of this fact shall be made to the 
candidates before 3.45 p.m., 

(b) at 3.45 p.m. the Presiding Officer shall inform 
the candidates that it is not possible to hold the dictation 


test and that allowance will be made when the papers are 
being marked, 


(c) at 3.45 p.m. the Presiding Officer shall require the 
candidates to close their examination books and hand in 
their envelopes, 

(d) at the close of the examination the Chief Pre- 
siding Officer shall return the damaged record and the 
wrapping to the Registrar with a report of the circum- 
stances. 


NoTE. The Presiding Officer must not vary the procedure 
outlined above, even in case of unforeseen inter- 
ruption or delay.

A. To be read by the Presiding Officer immediately upon 
removing this sheet from the envelope, at 1.15 p.m. 


Before the beginning of the examination period at 1.30 
p.m. the Presiding Officer shall see that the phonograph is 
in the previously determined location and make sure that 
it is in good running order, unless the school’s public 
address system is being used. 

When the candidates begin to write the examination, the 
Presiding Officer shall see that each candidate has left the 
first page of his examination book blank, in accordance with 
instructions on the examination paper. 


B. The following need not be read by the Presiding Officer 
until after the candidates have settled down to write the 
examination. 


Examination Procedure 





1. At about 3.42 p.m., if an electric phonograph is used, 
the machine should be turned on, without disturbing the 
candidates, to allow the equipment to warm up. 


2. Promptly at 3.45 p.m. the Presiding Officer shall in- 
struct the candidates to turn to the blank page at the front 
of their examination books in preparation for the dic- 
tation. 


3. The Presiding Officer shall then read aloud the follow- 
ing: 
“There will be three readings of the passage: first, a 
reading of the whole passage, during which you will listen 
[ OVER ] 


but not write; second, a slow reading of the passage phrase 
by phrase, with each phrase repeated once, with punctu- 
ation, and with a long enough pause after each phrase to 
give you sufficient time to write it; third, a final reading 
of the whole passage, with punctuation, to enable you to 
make corrections in your work. 


“Listen to the instructions given at the beginning of each 
reading, such as “EHcoutez’, and “N’écrivez pas’, but do 
not write them. 


“Put in the punctuation marks where indicated but do 
not write them in words. 


“The three readings will require both sides of the record. 
Halfway through the second reading it will be neces- 
sary to interrupt your writing while the record is being 
turned. During this interruption you will have an oppor- 
tunity to make corrections in what you have written. 

“The record will begin with the numbers 5, 4, 8, 2, 1, for 
testing the volume. You will ignore those numbers, as they 
are not part of the dictation.” 


4. The Presiding Officer shall then put the record in place 
with the first side up, start the machine and, if necessary, - 
adjust the volume while the testing strip at the beginning 
of the first side of the record, 5, 4, 3, 2, 1, is being played. 


5. When the Presiding Officer is about to turn the record 
he shall say: 

“IT am about to turn the record. You will now have two 
minutes to make corrections in what you have already 
written.” 


6. The two minutes shall be allowed from the time the 
Presiding Officer stops speaking. 


7. At the end of the two-minute pause the Presiding 
Officer shall say: 
“The dictation will now be resumed.”

Advance instructions for the examination in Grade 
AIII French Composition 





1. The Chief Presiding Officer should note that not more 
than twenty-five candidates may be seated in a room in 
which the French Composition examination is held. The 
rooms chosen should be acoustically satisfactory. A gym- 
nasium or an assembly hall may not be used. 

2. The Chief Presiding Officer will arrange for the pro- 
vision of standard 78 r.p.m. phonographs, one for each of 
the examination rooms, and will see that outlets are pro- 
vided for electrically-operated phonographs where these 
are to be used. 

The kind of electric current should be known before the 
equipment is connected. Some phonographs operate on 
either AC or DC; other machines operate on only one type, 
usually AC. 

The phonographs should be tested in the examination 
rooms well in advance of the examination period. Suitable 
needles should be provided. 

The examination record will be played from the outside 
groove toward the centre. 

The best location for the phonograph should be deter- 
mined in advance since acoustical conditions may vary 
considerably in different rooms. 

Tone control should be set about halfway between the 
bass (low) and the treble (high) markings. The most 
suitable volume should be previously determined.

8. Phonograph records (one for each room in which 
French Composition is to be written) for the dictation 
test will be sent to the Chief Presiding Officer by express 
at the time the examination papers are shipped.

5. Before 1.00 p.m. on the day of the examination the 
Chief Presiding Officer shall satisfy himself that the 
phonograph is ready for use. 

Promptly at 1.10 p.m. the Chief Presiding Officer shall 
hand the sealed record to the Presiding Officer, who shall 
then remove the seal but shall not put the record on the 
phonograph at that time. 

6. Promptly at 1.15 p.m. the Presiding Officer shall, for 
his own information, open the envelope marked ‘Confi- 
dential Instructions to Presiding Officers in French Com- 
position’. 

7. If the Presiding Officer finds that the record is broken, 
or unusable for any other reason, 

(a) no mention of this fact shall be made to the 
candidates before 3.45 p.m., 

(0) at 3.45 p.m. the Presiding Officer shall inform 
the candidates that it is not possible to hold the dictation 
test and that allowance will be made when the papers are 
being marked,

Before the beginning of the examination period at 1.30 
p.m. the Presiding Officer shall see that the phonograph is 
in the previously determined location and make sure that 
it is in good running order. 

When the candidates begin to write the examination, the 
Presiding Officer shall see that each candidate has left the 
first page of his examination book blank, in accordance with 
instructions on the examination paper. 


B. The following need not be read by the Presiding Officer 
until after the candidates have settled down to write the 
examination. 


Examination Procedure 


1. At about 3.42 p.m., if an electric phonograph is used, 
the machine should be turned on, without disturbing the 
candidates, to allow the equipment to warm up. 


2. Promptly at 3.45 p.m. the Presiding Officer shall in- 
struct the candidates to turn to the blank page at the front 
of their examination books in preparation for the dic- 
tation. 


3. The Presiding Officer shall then read aloud the follow- 
ing: 
“There will be three readings of the passage: first, a

“Listen to the instructions given at the beginning of each 
reading, such as “Hcoutez’, and “N’écrivez pas’, but do 
not write them. 

“Put in the punctuation marks where indicated but do 
not write them in words. 

“The three readings will require both sides of the record. 
Halfway through the second reading it will be neces- 
sary to interrupt your writing while the record is being 
turned. During this interruption you will have an oppor- 
tunity to make corrections in what you have written. 

“The record will begin with the numbers 5, 4, 3, 2, 1, for 
testing the volume. You will ignore those numbers, as they 
are not part of the dictation.” 


4. The Presiding Officer shall then put the record in place 
with the first side up, start the machine and, if necessary, 
adjust the volume while the testing strip at the beginning 
of the first side of the record, 5, 4, 3, 2, 1, is being played. 


5. When the Presiding Officer is about to turn the record 
he shall say: 

“T am about to turn the record. You will now have two 
minutes to make corrections in what you have already 
written.” 


6. The two minutes shall be allowed from the time the | 
Presiding Officer stops speaking. 


7. At the end of the two-minute pause the Presiding

“The dictation will now be resumed.”
